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Despite  another  record  world  sugar  crop  in  1973-74, 
world  supplies  remain  tight.  Revised  data  place  the 
1973-74  harvest  at  81.2  million  metric  tons  (89.5  million 
short  tons),  compared  with  a  1972-73  crop  of  76  million 
tons.  Carryover  stocks  have  decreased  every  year  since 
1969-70  as  world  consumption  expanded  at  a  faster  rate 
than  production.  However,  with  production  exceeding 
consumption  in  1973-74,  stocks  at  the  beginning  of  the 
current  season,  1974-75,  are  up  by  a  corresponding 
amount. 

Planting  for  the  1974-75  crop  reportedly  was  ham- 
pered in  Europe  by  cold,  wet  weather  over  much  of  the 
Continent.  Improved  weather  conditions  have  added  an 
optimistic  note  to  crop  prospects. 

Both  cane  and  beet  sugar  production  in  1973-74  were 
higher  than  the  previous  year's  levels.  World  cane  sugar 
output  amounted  to  49.7  million  tons  in  1973-74,  up  7 
percent  from  46.5  million  tons  the  year  before.  Beet 
sugar  production  also  was  up  7  percent,  from  29.5  mill- 
ion tons  in  1972-73  to  31.5  million  tons  in  1973-74. 

Output  in  the  USSR  recovered  in  1973-74  after  several 
poor  years.  According  to  revised  estimates,  the  harvest 
amounted  to  10.3  million  tons,  21  percent  above  that  of  a 
year  earlier,  when  low  rainfall  hurt  the  crop.  Output  was 
also  up  in  Brazil,  Cuba,  Argentina,  India,  and  Thailand 
due  to  good  weather  conditions  and  high  prices.  The 
largest  decreases  in  production  in  1973-74  were  in  the 
United  States,  Australia,  Italy,  and  South  Africa, 
primarily  because  of  poor  weather. 

World  noncentrifugal  sugar  output  rose  in  1973-74  to 
10.3  million  tons,  a  gain  of  3  percent  over  1972-73  out- 
put. Production  increased  in  India,  Pakistan,  the 
People's  Republic  of  China,  and  Colombia.  The  only 
significant  decrease  was  in  Indonesia,  but  this  was  not 
enough  to  offset  gains  in  other  countries. 


North  America 

CUBA.  The  1973-74  crop  was  an  estimated  5.8  mill- 
ion metric  tons,  the  largest  since  1970-71  but  well  below 
the  8.5  million  produced  in  the  record  year  of  1969-70. 
Cuba  reportedly  has  increased  sugarcane  plantings  in  an 
attempt  to  expand  production.  The  USSR  is  giving  tech- 
nical and  other  aid  in  addition  to  an  agreed  price  for 
Cuba's  sugar  under  a  barter  arrangement.  Cuba  has  also 
signed  bilateral  agreements  for  sugar  with  some  East 
European  countries.  How  effective  these  agreements  will 
be  in  expanding  sugar  output  remains  to  be  seen.  Cuba 
also  continues  to  sell  sugar  on  the  world  market. 

DOMINICAN  REPUBLIC.  Sugar  production  reached 
a  new  record  in  1973-74,  as  both  acreage  harvested  and 
yields  were  up  over  above  levels  of  the  previous  year  be- 
cause of  better  prices  and  more  favorable  weather.  Out- 
put of  1 .2  million  tons  was  just  short  of  total  authorized 
production.  The  16  mills  were  authorized  a  production 
total  of  1.3  million  tons  of  sugar  for  the  1974-75  cam- 
paign by  a  presidential  order  dated  February  18,  1974. 

GUATEMALA.  Output  continues  to  expand  in 
Guatemala.  Although  cane  yields  were  down,  higher 
sugar  content  and  increased  harvested  acreage  resulted  in 
the  larger  sugar  harvest.  Growing  conditions  were  good 
and  pasture  is  being  shifted  to  sugar  and  cotton  because 
of  beef  export  problems.  Despite  this,  exports  of  sugar 
were  down  in  1973-74  due  to  expanding  domestic  con- 
sumption and  replenishment  of  stocks. 

JAMAICA.  Production  recovered  in  1973-74,  follow- 
ing a  year  troubled  by  strikes,  drought,  and  irrigation 
problems.  The  crop  of  383,000  tons  was  about  the  same 
as  the  1970-71  crop,  but  still  below  the  average  of  the 
mid- 1960,    when    domestic    consumption    increased 


slightly,  leaving  less  for  export.  The  industry  recently 
was  reorganized  in  effort  to  promote  sugar  production. 

MEXICO.  The  1973-74  harvest  of.  2.9  million  tons 
was  another  record  as  output  expands  steadily.  Even 
though  producer  prices  have  not  been  increased  since 
1970-71 ,  the  area  in  cane  continues  to  expand.  All  sugar 
exports  in  recent  years  have  been  going  to  the  United 
States  under  U.S.  Sugar  Act  quotas.  Three  new  mills  are 
being  constructed  and  are  to  begin  operation  soon. 

UNITED  STATES.  U.S.  sugar  production  totaled  5.4 
million  metric  tons  in  1973-74,  a  reduction  of  1 1  percent 
from  that  of  the  year  before.  Production  in  all  areas  ex- 
cept Puerto  Rico  decreased.  Sugarbeet  acreages  were 
lower  due  to  high  prices  for  competing  crops  such  as 
wheat,  and  yields  were  down  due  to  poor  weather.  Latest 
estimates  place  the  continental  cane  sugar  harvest  at  1.3 
million  tons  in  1973-74,  compared  with  1.5  million  a 
year  earlier.  The  reasons  for  the  reduction  were  light 
cane  in  Louisiana  mainly  because  of  low  rainfall  the 
early  part  of  the  growing  season  and  freezes  in  December 
that  reduced  the  Florida  cane  crop.  Hawaii's  production 
in  1973-74  was  just  under  that  of  the  year  before,  while 
Puerto  Rico's  output  was  up  2  percent  after  many  years 
of  decreasing  production. 

South  America 
ARGINTINA.  Output  advanced  significantly  again 
for  the  third  consecutive  year.  Production  reached  a  re- 
cord 1.7  million  metric  tons  in  1973-74,  28  percent 
above  that  of  the  previous  year.  Higher  prices  paid  by 
sugar  mills  (up  45  percent)  encouraged  increases,  par- 
ticularly in  acreage  planted  to  cane.  Retail  prices  were  23 
percent  higher.  Favorable  weather  during  the  growing 
season  brought  substantially  higher  yields  of  cane. 
Domestic  consumption  decreased  in  the  face  of  the 
higher  prices  and  exports  during  1973-74  more  than  dou- 
bled to  an  estimated  595,000  tons  (raw  value). 

BRAZIL.  Sugar  production  and  exports  increased  as 
predicted.  The  1973-74  harvest  of  6.9  million  tons,  a 
new  record,  was  just  short  of  production  authorized  by 
the  Sugar  and  Alcohol  Institute.  Most  of  the  gain  was 
accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  acreage  due  to  more 
favorable  prices.  As  expected,  exports  reached  3  million 
tons  valued  at  $600  million,  f.o.b.,  in  calendar  1973.  At 
the  end  of  1973-74  sugar  stocks  will  be  down  an  esti- 
mated 35  percent  from  those  of  a  year  earlier.  During 
1974-75,  authorized  production  in  million  60-kilo-bags 
is  as  follows:

The  south  central  States  were  authorized  to  begin  milling  on 
April  17,  1974,  instead  of  the  traditional  date  of  June  1.  The 
mill  modernization  and  merger  program  continues  and  the 
building  of  the  new  terminal  at  the  southern  port  of  Pelotas  is 
believed  to  be  underway. 

COLUMBIA.  Output  was  832,000  tons  in  1973-74,  2  per- 
cent above  the  1972-73  output.  Exports,  however,  were 
much  lower  due  to  a  ban  imposed  part  of  the  year  as  a  result 
of  domestic  shortages.  Exports  were  officially  estimated  at 

94.000  tons  in  1973-74,  most  of  which  went  to  the  United 
States  under  quota  and  the  rest  to  Japan.  Exports  are  expected 
to  be  larger  in  1974-75.  Noncentrifugal  (panela)  sugar  is  im- 
portant to  Colombia  and  production  was  an  estimated 
700,000  tons  in  1973-74. 

PERU.  Output  is  expected  to  be  up  slightly  in  1973-74  to 
940,000  tons  (January-December  1974  campaign),  following 
2  years  with  production  at  the  same  level.  More  cane  area  is 
being  harvested  in  1973-74.  Sugar  under  the  U.S.  Sugar  Act 
quota  of  465,000  short  tons  is  expected  to  be  shipped  to  the 
United  States  in  1974.  Peru  plans  to  increase  the  area  devoted 
to  sugarcane  on  the  coast  by  some  60,000  acres  during  the 
next  several  years.  A  plan  being  studied  could  result  in  the 
production  of  1  million  metric  tons  in  the  area  east  of  the 
Andes  after  8-10  years. 

Western  Europe 
EUROPEAN  COMMUNITY.1   Output  in  the   EC  was 

10.1  million  tons  in  1973-74,  compared  with  9.4  million  tons 
a  year  earlier.  This  increase  was  encouraged  by  higher  prices 
and  generally  better  weather.  Production  in  the  original  six 
countries  and  Denmark  and  Ireland  totaled  9. 1  million  tons  in 
1973-74,  8  percent  above  that  of  a  year  earlier  as  production 
quotas  were  increased.  Output  of  1  million  tons  in  the  United 
Kingdon  was  about  the  same  as  1972-73  output.  A  step  in  the 
U.K.'s  transition  to  the  EC  Common  Agricultural  Policy  for 
sugar  was  the  ending  of  the  sugarbeet  guarantee  arrangements 
on  June  30,  1974.  Exports  by  the  EC  began  exceeding  im- 
ports (excluding  imports  from  French  overseas  territories)  in 
1972,  encouraged  by  high  prices  and  the  enlarged  market. 
Cold,  wet  weather  over  much  of  continental  Europe  resulted 
in  a  smaller  gain  than  expected  in  acreage  planted  for  the 
1974-75  crop  in  Western  Europe,  according  to  independent 
estimates.  The  cold  weather  continued  into  May,  slowing 
sugarbeet  growth,  but  weather  conditions  since  then  have 
been  more  favorable. 

FRANCE.  Although  planted  acreage  was  up  14  percent, 
beet  sugar  production  increased  only  7  percent  to  3.2  million 
tons  in  1973-74  from  that  of  a  year  earlier.  The  main  reason 
for  the  small  gain  was  heavy  rainfall  that  reduced  sugar  con- 
tent. Planted  acreage  has  been  expanded  from  1.2  million 
acres  in  1973-74  to  about  1.3  million  acres  in  1974-75.

'Production  figures  for  the  years  1972-73  and  1973-74  in  the  case  of 
France  and  1971-72,  1972-73,  and  1973-74  in  the  case  of  the 
United  Kingdom  have  been  revised  from  those  published  in  the 
World  Agricultural  Production  and  Trade  Statistical  Report,  June 
1974. 
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Growth  was  slow  the  early  part  of  the  season  due  first  to 
cold  and  then  dry  weather. 

French  sugar  exports  in  1973-74  were  estimated  at  1.2 
million  tons,  200,000  tons  below  the  level  of  the  previous 
year.  Exports  were  less  mainly  due  to  increased  domestic 
consumption  and  the  need  to  rebuild  stocks.  Exports  to  the 
other  EC  countries  were  larger  while  exports  to  third  coun- 
tries were  down  sharply.  Imports  of  99,000  tons  (not  includ- 
ing cane  sugar  from  overseas  territories)  were  about  the  same 
as  the  year  before. 

France  plans  to  increase  sugar  output  and  is  pressing  for  an 
expansionist  policy  in  the  EC.  About  90,000  acres  were 
planted  solely  for  alcohol  distillation  in  1974-75,  a  23  per- 
cent rise  over  that  of  the  year  before.  This  was  allowed  by  the 
French  Government  because  of  the  increasing  demand  for 
ethylene  and  for  molasses  in  animal  feed  preparations. 

ITALY.  Production  was  down  in  1973-74  even  more  than 
expected.  The  crop  amounted  to  only  1.1  million  tons,  a  12 
percent  drop  from  the  1972-73  crop,  because  of  inclement 
weather  during  both  planting  and  harvesting.  Imports  are  in- 
creasing to  meet  consumption  needs.  Acreage  for  the 
1974-75  crop  is  estimated  15  percent  below  last  year's.  The 
high  prices  prevailing  for  corn  and  wheat  are  the  most  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  reductions.  Mechanization  in  the  sugar  beet 
industry  and  disease  control  are  being  emphasized,  and  some 
modernization  of  sugar  mills  is  taking  place.  Sugar  retail 
prices  are  strictly  controlled  while  labor  and  other  costs  are 
rising. 

UNITED  KINGDOM.  Production  in  1973-74  was  1  mil- 
lion tons,  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  year  before.  Consump- 
tion in  1973-74  was  slightly  above  the  1972-73  level  as  pre- 
dicted. Both  imports  and  exports  are  down  and  stocks  at  the 
end  of  1973-74  (August  31 ,  1974)  will  be  at  the  same  level  as 
at  the  beginning. 

The  United  Kingdom  had  a  temporary  shortage  of  sugar  in 
early  1974  when  Commonwealth  Sugar  Agreement  (CSA) 
countries  diverted  supplies  to  the  world  market  to  benefit 
from  higher  world  prices.  The  shortage  was  relieved  when 
payments  under  the  CSA  were  increased.  A  total  of  488,000 
acres  of  sugarbeets  has  been  contracted  for  1974-75,  an  in- 
crease of  20,000  acres  over  the  level  of  the  year  before.  Dry 
conditions  that  caused  planting  and  germination  problems 
continued  into  the  early  part  of  the  growing  season. 

WEST  GERMANY.  Output  was  even  higher  than  ex- 
pected in  1973-74  as  both  acreages  and  sugarbeet  yields  in- 
creased in  response  to  higher  prices.  Beets  are  replacing 
potatoes  because  of  better  returns,  particularly  in  the  southern 
growing  area.  Total  planted  acreage  for  the  1973-74  crop 
was  914,270  acreas,  compared  with  879,676  acres  a  year  ear- 
lier. 

SPAIN.  Although  Spain  is  mainly  a  producing  country, 
imports  are  increasing.  Production  in  1973-74  was  a  little 
below  that  of  the  year  beofre.  Imports  reached  275,000  tons 
in  1973-74  and  will  probably  be  still  larger  in  1974-75. 


Eastern  Europe  and  USSR 

POLAND.  The  1973-74  crop,  about  the  same  as  that  of 
1972-73,  was  promising  until  extremely  cold  weather  re- 
duced sugar  content  at  the  end  of  the  season.  The  sugarbeet 
area  was  expanded  from  1,099,595  acres  in  1973-74  to  an 
estimated  1,161,370  acres  for  the  1974-75  crop.  Producer 
prices  have  been  increased  an  average  of  23  percent  for  the 
1974-75  crop. 

YUGOSLAVIA.  Yugoslavia  is  not  a  large  sugar  producer 
and  its  imports  of  an  estimated  450,000  tons  (raw  value  equi- 
valent) in  1973-74  were  nearly  as  large  as  its  production. 
Stocks  were  believed  to  have  doubled  in  1973-74,  and  import 
requirements  during  1974-75  will  be  less. 

USSR.  The  USSR  produced  a  record  crop  in  1973-74  and 
output  apparently  is  on  the  increase  again.  Weather  condi- 
tions were  favorable  in  1973-74  and  wages  for  sugarbeet 
field  workers  were  up.  Despite  the  increased  output,  con- 
sumption was  an  estimated  1 .7  million  tons  above  production 
in  1973-74.  Imports  again  greatly  exceeded  exports.  Imports 
from  Cuba  apparently  rose,  at  the  same  time  as  that  country's 
export  availabilities  were  larger.  World  market  purchases  by 
the  USSR  were  limited  in  1973-74,  following  2  years  of  un- 
usually large  world  market  buying. 

Asia  and  Oceania 

AUSTRALIA.  Contrary  to  earlier  estimates,  the  1973-74 
Australian  outturn  was  smaller  than  that  of  the  year  before. 
Wet  weather  during  the  harvest  reduced  sugar  content  and  the 
1973-74  crop  totaled  only  2.6  million  tons.  The  mechanical 
harvesting  equipment  was  overtaxed,  particularly  in  Queens- 
land where  almost  all  of  the  cane  is  harvested  mechanically. 
Substantial  cane  had  to  be  left  unharvested. 

As  the  time  for  the  expiration  of  the  Commonwealth  Sugar 
Agreement  (CSA)  approaches  (the  end  of  1974),  less  sugar  is 
being  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Under  the  EC  Com- 
mon Agricultural  Policy,  it  is  possible  there  will  be  no  ex- 
ports to  the  United  Kingdom.  In  calendar  1973  exports  to- 
taled 2. 1  million  tons  with  602,000  going  to  Japan;  followed 
by  the  United  Kingdom,  361,000;  Canada,  354,000;  the 
United  States,  245,000;  and  other  countries,  538,000. 

INDIA.  Production  of  centrifugal  sugar  is  estimated  at  5 
million  tons  in  1973-74,  a  6  percent  increase  over  that  of  the 
year  before.  Increased  acreage  due  to  favorable  prices  and 
planting  weather  more  than  offset  lower  yields  caused  by  pest 
damage  and  other  adverse  factors. 

Noncentrifugal  sugar  output  increased  only  slightly  in 
1973-74,  despite  the  economic  recovery  of  Gujarat  and 
Maharashtra  States.  The  increase  probably  was  not  larger  be- 
cause of  the  high  prices  received  for  centrifugal  sugar. 

Consumption  of  centrifugal  sugar  is  rising,  but  exports 
were  much  larger  in  1973-74  over  those  of  a  year  earlier  due 
to  the  production  increase.  Area  under  sugar  cane  during 
1974-75  will  be  about  the  same  as  that  of  1973-74. 
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JAPAN.  The  1973-74  sugar  crop  was  about  the  same  as 
the  1972-73  crop.  However,  increased  consumption  and  the 
replenishment  of  stocks  resulted  in  15  percent  larger  imports. 
The  Government  stopped  subsidizing  refiners  for  sugar  im- 
ports in  February  1974  because  of  a  lack  of  surcharge  funds. 

PAKISTAN.  Output  in  1973-74  reached  the  level  existing 
before  East  Pakistan  became  Bangladesh.  Production  of  non- 
centrifugal  sugar  also  increased  slightly.  More  acreage  is 
being  devoted  to  sugarcane  in  response  to  higher  prices. 

PHILIPPINES.  The  1973-74  harvest  was  almost  the 
same  as  that  of  1972-73,  according  to  revised  estimates.  Al- 
though the  cane  area  increased,  poor  weather  reduced  sugar 
content.  Sugar  exports  amounted  to  1.65  million  short  tons,  5 
percent  below  last  year's  revised  total  of  1.73  million  short 
tons.  A  premium  tax  has  been  placed  on  sugar  exports  as  the 
rate  of  20  percent  of  the  difference  between  an  established 
base  rate  (currently  $8.16  per  100  lb)  and  the  monthly  cus- 
toms valuation.  This  is  an  addition  to  the  export  tax  of  6 
percent  on  the  full  export  value. 

Area  planted  to  sugarcane  is  being  expanded  in  1974-75. 
The  new  Bicol  mill  will  start  operation  in  the  latter  part  of 
calendar  1974,  and  the  Government  has  authorized  the  build- 
ing of  five  additional  mills. 

THAILAND.  Area  planted  to  sugarcane  is  being  increased 
rapidly  in  response  to  favorable  prices.  Planted  area  rose 
from  453,000  acres  in  1972-73  to  647,000  acres  in  1973-74. 
Four  new  mills  began  operating  in  1973-74,  bringing  the 
total  to  38.  Production  reached  950,000  metric  tons  in 
1973-74,  an  increase  of  39  percent  over  1972-73  output. 
Sugar  exports  in  calendar  1974  are  expected  to  reach  400,000 
tons. 

Africa 

MAURITIUS.  Output  has  increased  modestly,  amounting 
to  an  estimated  718,000  tons  in  1973-74.  Stocks  are  larger  in 
1974  than  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  exportable  supplies  also 
will  be  larger  in  1974.  Consumption  is  around  60,000  tons 
annually.  The  United  Kingdom  was  the  destination  for  the 
largest  quantity  of  sugar  exports  in  1973,  followed  by 
Canada. 

REPUBLIC  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA.  The  1973-74  harvest 
of  1 .7  million  metric  tons  was  slightly  below  earlier  estimates 
and  was  10  percent  smaller  than  the  1972-73  crop.  Drought 
and  possibly  overcutting  in  1972-73  accounted  for  the  drop. 
Preliminary  data  indicate  exports  in  1973-74  may  have  been 
as  low  as  750,000  tons  (raw  basis).  Japan  was  probably  the 
major  destination,  followed  by  Canada.  Weather  has  been 


favorable  for  the  1974—75  crop  and  exports  are  expected  to  be 
up. 

Molasses 

The  1973-74  world  molasses  outturn  amounted  to  27.3 
million  metric  tons,  12  percent  above  the  1972-73  level. 
Production  increased  in  all  regions  of  the  world,  with  the 
largest  gain  in  Asia. 

BRAZIL.  Production  of  2  million  metric  tons  in  1973-74 
was  10  percent  above  the  previous  year's  level,  as  output  con- 
tinues to  rise  steadily.  Exports  in  calendar  1973  were  about 
800,000  tons,  compared  with  587,000  tons  in  1972. 

CUBA.  Output  rose  about  1.5  million  tons  in  1973-74,  up 
from  1.2  million  tons  a  year  earlier.  Exports  averaged  an  es- 
timated 300,000  tons  in  1971  and  1972  based  on  data  of  im- 
porting countries. 

INDIA.  Production  of  2  million  tons  in  1973-74  equaled 
Brazil's  outturn,  representing  the  second  consecutive  year  of 
increase.  Most  of  India's  production  is  used  for  the  produc- 
tion of  alcohol.  Exports  and  imports  of  molasses  are  limited. 

FRANCE.  Molasses  production  increased  over  20  percent 
in  1973-74  from  that  of  the  year  before,  mainly  because  of 
the  larger  tonnage  of  sugarbeets  produced  in  1973-74.  Ex- 
ports of  an  estimated  400,000  tons  in  1973-74  were  double 
the  quantity  imported. 

MEXICO.  Production  is  up  4  percent  in  1973-74  from  a 
year  earlier,  about  the  same  as  sugar.  Exports  of  molasses  in 
calendar  1973  totaled  705,000  tons.  In  1974  exports  could 
increase  somewhat  as  the  official  price — raised  recently — 
may  curtail  molasses  use  as  cattle  feed. 

UNITED  STATES.  U.S.  production  declined  from  2.4 
million  tons  in  1972-73  to  2.3  million  tons  in  1973-74  as 
sugar  production  also  decreased.  Imports  of  2.4  million  tons 
in  1973  were  up  slightly,  but  the  value  increased  considerably 
to  $96  million  due  to  higher  prices. 

USSR.  Output  increased  from  3  million  tons  in  1972-73  to 
3.7  million  tons  in  1973-74  but  the  USSR,  as  usual,  did  little 
foreign  trading. 

JAPAN.  Molasses  consumption  was  about  1 .5  million  tons 
in  1973-74,  compared  with  1.3  million  tons  in  1972-73.  Im- 
ports increased  from  1  million  in  calendar  1972  to  1 . 1  million 
in  1973.  Production  is  less  than  200,000  tons.
